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- "The amount of school tax asséssed among ‘the counties, intended 
for distribution next’ ‘Febriary, A. D. 1868, is $19,289,438. This 
distributed pro rata among the 14,976 children of school ages, resid- 
ing in the twenty-eight counties teported, gives for the education of 
‘each child, a fraction over one dollar twentg-eight cents, five mills. 
Of this tax I have reason to believe the larger aoe will be duly 
vollected this year. |

This, however, is quite inadequate to meet the necessities of our 
progressive school system. "We need a permanent school fund which 
is the main spring of power in a Free School system like ours.— 
Without money we cannot build school houses, furnish apparatus or 
employ the services of competent teacherse . 


We have a munificent endowment of Public Lands for the support 
of Common Schools; -but these lands cannot at present be disposed 
‘of without great sacrifice’ ‘of their real value. 


Sections I6 and 36 of the leads now.surveyed in a this State, make. 
871,280 acres; add the lands granted to the State by Act of Con- 
gress, Sept, 4, A. D. 184I, amounting to 500,000 aeres, and we have. 
an aggregate of 1,371, 280 acres for the support of Commen Schools. 
"Our sehools have received nothing from the 5 per cent. revenue 
-arising from, the sale of puole: lands within the State. `

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‘lands could possibly average, probably twice too high for the-pres- 
ent. The sum realized would be $3, 428,200. This fund drawing 
interest at the rate of seven. per cent., brings a yearly income of 


$239,974. In five years the income thus received would amount to 
$1,199,870. 


Now it is not reasonable to believe that any lands which could be 
sold -under the unfavorable circumstances this year for $2,50 per 
-acre may, very, possibly, within the next five years, under the influ- 
ence of returning peace, the vast immigration certain to pour in up- 
on us, and thegleveloping of our resources, construction of rail-roads, 
telegraphs, &oc., &c., increase to twice its present value. . 


The above named schóol lands being:sold at five dollars per acre, 
will bring $6,856,400 ; this drawing interest at the rate of seven; per 
cent., produces a yearly i income of $479,948, just double the income 
first estimated from land sold.at $2 50 per aere. The increased in- 
come would in five years replace all that would have been received 
according to. the first estimate. ' And from that period there would 
remain the perpetual fund: $6,856,400; a sum none too large when 
we consider the number of schools’ destined to, be established in the 
‘State within the next fifty years. Ed
